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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to both independent claims 1 and 1 1 require further consideration and search. In response 
to Applicant's argument that Daniel does not teach using a wireless power signal to operate the claimed "finger-motion detecting unit", it is 
respectfully noted that Ishikawa is being relied upon to teach using a wireless power signal from a signal receiving unit to power a 
detecting unit and signal transmitting unit as noted in the previous office action. In response to Applicant's argument that it would not have 
been obvious apply the teachings of Ishikawa to Daniel, it is respectfully noted that Ishikawa further teaches that wireless power signals 
provide at least the advantage of eliminating the need for batteries and the associated space requirements (column 5, lines 6-8). 
Therefore, in addition to the rationale set forth in the previous office action, it further would have been obvious to use a wireless power 
source as taught by Ishikawa in place of the battery (paragraph 38, second to last line) of Daniel in order to eliminate the need for a 
battery and to save space. The outstanding 103 rejection of Daniel in view of Ishikawa is considered proper. 
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
